We muſt not ſuffer "ERS if we can 
help it, to be wanting in any. And as 
the Acts of Charity are a great Part of 
| thoſe Good Works, which we are to pro- 
| mote ; we ſhould never let lip any fair 
Opportunity, of ſtirring them up to the 
Exerciſe of theſe ; having Reaſon to be- 
lieve, we ſhall find no Difficulty, in ma- 
king Men ready to aſſiſt, when once we 
bave brought them to love one another. 
For Love is never unaGive, whatever 
we may poſſibly imagine of Faith: But 
where Men are really kind, they will ſhew 
themſelves ſo, and do what they willi to 
be done, if they are able to do it. They 
will not only bid Men be warm, and be 
full, but alſo give them what 1 i needful 
for the Body, when | it is in their Power. 


And 
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muſt always have an eſp ccial Re cgard to 
thoſe, on the Supply ef Which, their Chief 
Happineſs, their Salvation depends : and 
promote Good Works among Men, as they 
take in all the other Parts of thei! Duty. 
A true Zeal for their Welfare, will pur us 
upon enlarging our Care, While we can ne⸗ 
ver think them either Happy, or Safe, in 
the Neglect of thoſe Laws, Which are 85 
by God, for their Good, We are every 


one of us fo nearly concern'd in other 
Men's Obedience to theſe, that we can nei- 


ther ſhew any Conſi deration of others, or 
Care of our ſelves, if we are not ſollicitous 
to ſee them obſerved:

pen to be out of the way. And this is a 
Notice, Men will for the moſt part-like 
well enough, if we do but obſerve due 
Meaſures in taking it; as they would ra- 
ther be in the Way to Happineſs, than in 
the Road to Deſtruction. 

But foraſmuch as they are not aſi "a 
brought to think themſelves in the wrong, 


if we ſhould ſhew them their Errors, we

Th Ulage, if it Adel 
not reform them, will however give them 
a good Opinion of us, which may ſome- 
time or other have i its Effect, while they are 
not confirmed in their. Faults by our 
Fierceneſs and Rage: And Charity at leaſt 
will be kept up and maintained, which 
will in this Daſs not only cover, but alſo 
prevent a multitude of Sins. 

And as this Temper ſhould be rial 
obſerved" in treating with Men upon thoſe 
faults which they can leaſt pretend to ex- 
cuſe, as being plain Immoralities; ſo is it 
much more to be kept in dealing with them 
upon. Miſtakes in Religion; ' where there. 
is more room for erring With an inno- 
cent Mind. The different Educations of 
Men, added to their different Capacities, 
and the Abſtruſeneſs of ſome of the Points. 
that come into Diſpute; ſhould; conſider- 
ing the ſhortneſs even of the beſt Under- 
ſtandings, make the Errors of our Brethren 
very pittyable things. In theſe Caſes, 
above all the reſt, we ſhould always re- 
member of what Spirit we are, or pro- 
feſs to be of, and not act as if we would

This Train cf Miſchiets as we care to 
prevent, we muſt ſtudy. to heal the Di- 
viſions we meet with, by all the kind 
and honeſt Arts that Human Wiſdom, 
or Chriſtian Prudence | can furniſh us 


With. 
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wich. The bare avoiding of thoſe Hin ; 


_ thar are apt to widen a breach, will 
go a great way in clofing it: And ſtu- 
dying to be quiet our ſelves, and to 
do our own buſineſs, will give ether 
Men leave to be eaſy in theirs. The 
keeping our Tongues from Evil, will 
enable us the better to ſpeak Peace un- 


to them; and Men will hearken to thoſe 
who make no Reports to the Prejudice 


of them with whom they converſe. 
And when: we have brought them thus 
far, we ſhall eaſily carry them on to 


all other good Works, if we ſet them 


a lively Example, and Jet theni ſce that 
we practiſe our ſelves thoſe things which 


we recommend to their Choice.
